death. On the evening of June 3 she 
marched in the War Chest parade 
•with the mothers of soldiers. 
As 


they were forming in line in the court- 
square, she told a number of the other 
mothers of the letter which she had 
received from her boy that day and 
of how happy she was because he -was 
all right. She took a great c!eal of 
pride in marching in this section of 
the parade, and altho well advanced 
ia years, did not seem to mind the 
fact that the march was long and tir- 
ing. 


Mrs. Digelman, who is a widow, has 


one son, John Digelman. living. He is 
in poor health, and makes his home 
with his mother. The grandson, who 
also lives with her, is the seven year 
old son of Mrs. 
-Digelman's 
only 


daughter, who died two years ago. 


Private Charles Digelman was born 


in Pittsburg, and was 
well 
known 


around Coshocton as "Pittsburg Char- 
lie." 
He came to Coshocton to work 


on the Tyndal bridge, following the 
1913 flood, and liking it here, sent for 
the rest of the family. 
He was a 


plumber, and after the completion o f j 
the bridge, he worked at his trade. 
He was employed with Charles Hei- 
man and Andrew Bries. both of Fifth 
street, for some time. When he en- 
listed, he was working for Paul Davis. 
He spent a short time in camp in 
Texas before being sent across. 


As far as the mother knows, Private 


Digelman had never been wounded, 
altho he had been in active service for 
some time.
